In  presenting  his  Eighth  Annual  Report,  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  City  Missions  svould  offer  humble  and  hearty 
thanks  to  Him  “  of  Whose  only  gift  it  cometh  that  Ilis 
faithful  people  do  unto  Him  true  and  laudable  service.” 

To  himself,  and  to  his  associates,  have  been  vouchsafed 
health  and  strength  sufficient  for  their  daily  duties,  and  in 
numerous  ways  they  have  had  evidence  of  Divine  furtherance 
and  approval. 

REVIEW. 

Eight  years  ago,  the  City  Mission  was  organized  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  under  the  conviction  that  there  were 
spiritual  needs  in  this  great  city  not  capable  of  being  met 
by  the  parochial  system,  and  the  plan  then  projected  was  in 
the  nature  of  an  experiment,  its  feasibility  an  open  question, 
and  the  support  it  might  receive,  a  matter  of  conjecture. 
Grave  doubts  existed  in  the  minds  of  many  who  were  zeal¬ 
ous  for  the  Lord’s  work,  as  to  its  expediency  or  permanence  ; 
many  difficulties  and  dangers  were  anticipated  and  predicted, 
and  the  encouragement  given  to  the  work  was  far  from 
universal.  At  the  end  of  these  eight  years  it  is  interesting 
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to  observe  the  result  of  what  is  no  longer  an  experiment. 
As  the  outcropping  mineral  on  the  surface  of  the  earth  only 
leads  the  miner  to  those  excavations  which  reveal  far  greater 
masses  underneath,  so  the  systematized  work  of  the  City 
Mission  has  made  apparent  an  infinitely  greater  need  for  its 
ministries  than  that  which  appeared  when  its  operations 
began.  The  mere  statistics  of  what  has  been  done  with  the 
limited  force  and  means  at  our  disposal,  little  as  statistics  can 
represent  a  work  of  this  kind,  show  a  “raison  d’etre”  for 
our  Mission  to  which  no  reflecting  Christian  man  can  be  in¬ 
sensible. 

As  to  the  methods  of  work  he  would  be  very  sorry  to 
report  that  they  were  identically  the  same  as  when  the  ex¬ 
periment  began.  It  would  argue  an  incapacity  or  an  un¬ 
willingness  to  learn  from  experience. 

In  the  main  they  are  as  originally  devised  under  the 
general  principle  laid  down  by  the  Bishop,  but  there  lias 
been  no  hesitation  to  modify  or  reject  old  plans,  or  to  adopt 
new  ones  as  experience  or  opportunity  indicated  the  neces¬ 
sity.  For  instance:  the  establishment  of  Mission  Churches 
in  the  newly  built  up  portion  of  the  City  at  one  time  con¬ 
stituted  an  important  feature  in  our  work,  and  out  of  what 
was  then  done  several  important  parishes  have  grown.  But 
finding  that  continuance  in  this  branch  of  work,  would, 
under  existing  circumstances,  cause  embarrassment  to  its 
more  specific  mission,  it  was  suspended  until  its  importance 
was  more  deeply  felt.  Now  the  Mission  only  extends  the 
helping  hand  to  the  chapels  and  stations  already  formed, 
which,  but  for  its  aid,  could  not  be  maintained.  On  the 
other  hand  the  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  and  the  Home  for  Con¬ 
sumptives  are  new  departments  of  our  work,  called  into  ex¬ 
istence  only  as  their  necessity  became  apparent  through  our 
other  operations. 

As  to  the  support  received,  the  result  of  the  experiment 
has  been  to  show  that  more  and  more  the  heart  of  the 
Church  has  been  reached  by  the  cry  of  the  poor  destitute, 
and  every  year  lias  added  to  the  friends  and  supporters  of 
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the  Mission.  Since  the  second  year  of  its  existence  a 
succession  of  disasters  in  other  cities,  calling  for  relief  from 
the  charitable — the  distractions  of  the  Centennial  year ; 
monetary  disturbances  and  steadily  increasing  depression, 
have  tended  to  diminish  its  receipts,  and  yet  over  $80,000 
have  been  received  and  expended  in  its  operations  ;  two  valu¬ 
able  real-estate  properties  have  been  given  to  it ;  four 
valuable  Church  edifices  have  been  erected  ;  1649  baptisms; 
867  marriages;  116,669  visits  to  the  sick  and  poor;  1,076 
funerals;  13,781  services,  sermons  and  addresses;  255,277 
tracts  and  magazines  distributed ;  24,377  garments  given  to 
the  poor;  3,255  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books  distributed  ;  5,795 
meals  and  lodgings  furnished;  15,213  families  received 
nourishing  food  ;  and  1,185  coal. 

Such  is  the  record  of  its  eight  years  of  existence  ;  and  the 
Superintendent  presents  this  review  with  thankfulness  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  blessing  He  has  given  to  this  enter¬ 
prise  of  faith,  and  as  an  argument  with  the  Church  in  this 
city  for  .its  continuance  and  increased  efficiency. 

Present  Condition  of  the  Work. 

During  the  year  now  closed  the  work  of  the  City  Mission 
in  each  of  its  departments,  the  ministration  of  the  Gospel 
and  the  relief  of  suffering  has  been  as  vigorously  prosecuted, 
as  the  force  employed  and  the  means  supplied  would  permit. 
The  following  brief  summary  will  give  an  idea  of  the  wmrk 
performed. 

I.  MISSIONS. 

(1)  St.  Barnabas’  Chapel,  Haddington. 

This  Mission  Station,  situated  in  the  thriving  suburban 
village  of  Haddington,  west  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  occupies 
its  beautiful  and  commodious  Chapel  erected  in  1873.  The 
Rev.  C.  B.  Crawford  had  charge  of  this  station  until  October, 
1877,  when  he  gave  place  to  Rev.  John  G.  Bawn,  who  then 
assumed  the  pastoral  care.  During  the  past  year  a  large  and 
fine  toned  pipe-organ  has  been  placed  in  the  Chapel,  and  the 
chancel  enriched  with  appropriate  pieces  of  furniture.  The 
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Sunday  School  room  has  been  re-painted,  and  some  needed 
improvements  have  also  been  added  to  the  building.  Ser¬ 
vices  are  held  twice  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  and  also  during  the 
week.  The  Sunday  School  and  Bible  Class  continue  to  in¬ 
crease,  and  much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  services,  which 
are  always  well  attended. 

(2.)  Christ  Church,  Franklinville, 

At  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Venango  Streets,  until  four 
months  ago  was  in  charge  of  Dr.  J.  J.  Sleeper,  acting  as  Lay 
Reader.  A  neat  Chapel  has  been  erected  at  this  point 
during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,500,  and  permanent 
services  and  Sunday  School  established.  The  Rev.  Peter 
Russell,  a  clergyman  of  long  experience  in  Mission  fields,  is 
now  in  charge,  and  he  reports  an  increased  interest  in  the 
frequent  services  and  a  better  financial  condition. 

(3.)  St.  David’s  Mission. 

Near  Twenty-Sixth  Street  and  Girard  Avenue. 

This  Mission  Station,  which  was  started  several  years  ago 
by  Rev.  E.  Owen  Simpson,  has  been  continued  with  more  or 
less  success  to  the  present  time,  under  several  Missionaries. 
During  the  greater  portion  of  the  past  year,  Rev.  H.  G. 
Allen  has  conducted  the  services,  and  maintained  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  efficiently.  Recently,  the  Mission  lias  been  un¬ 
der  the  care  of  Mr.  J.  II.  Logie,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  he  still  continues  his  labors  in  that  field.  There  is 
great  need  of  the  services  of  the  Church  in  that  neighbor¬ 
hood,  and  it  is  trusted  that  success  will  attend  his  efforts. 

(4.)  Clay  Mission,  Pearl  Street  above  12th. 

This  memorial  to  an  earnest  worker  among  the  colored 
poor,  is  now  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  J.  J.  Sleeper,  a  Lay 
Reader.  Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  building  and 
Sunday  and  Week-day  Services  are  now  regularly  held,  at¬ 
tended  by  a  class  of  people  who  could  not  probably  be 
drawn  into  our  larger  and  wealthier  Churches. 
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(5.)  Public  Institutions. 

In  a  great  city  like  this  there  is  the  equivalent  of  the 
population  of  an  ordinary  city  shut  up  in  Homes,  Reforma¬ 
tories  and  Penal  Institutions,  and  a  prime  purpose  of  the 
City  Mission  was  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  these  too  often 
neglected  multitudes.  Wherever  and  as  frequently  as 
practicable,  stated  services  of  our  Church  are  held  within 
these  Institutions,  and  the  inmates  receive  personal  visits  for 
religious  instruction  or  comfort  from  the  attending  clergy. 
The  reports  of  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Furey  and  the  Rev.  Robert 
Mackie  will  show  how  extensively  this  work  is  carried  on, 
and  if  their  reports  could  be  expanded  into  full  details,  they 
would  likewise  show  how  important  are  these  ministrations 
to  the  pensioner  and  prisoner  whose  care  is  so  emphatically 
enjoined  upon  us  by  our  Saviour’s  words. 

“From  House  to  House,” 

Was  one  of  the  ways  in  which  St.  Paul  found  it  necessary 
to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  even  among  our  Church-going 
people,  household  visitation  is  found  to  he  essential  to 
kindling  and  keeping  alive  an  interest  in  spiritual  things. 
But  there  are  several  hundred  thousand  people  in  this  city 
who  have  no  recognized  pastor  to  visit  them  and  atteud  no 
parish  Church.  The  only  way  in  which  they  can  be  reached 
is  from  house  to  house  visitation,  and  yet  there  is  no  Rector 
in  this  city  who  has  not  quite  as  much  as  he  can  well  do  to 
visit  his  own  flock  with  sufficient  frequency.  From  the 
beginning,  this,  therefore,  has  been  a  prominent  part  of 
the  Mission  work,  occupying  a  large  part  of  the  time 
of  both  clerical  and  lay-assistants.  Cottage  meetings  are 
held,  Bible  classes,  Bible  readings,  books  and  papers  distri¬ 
buted,  the  interested  directed  and  introduced  into  the  near¬ 
est  Church,  the  sick  are  comforted  and  instructed,  the  dying 
ministered  to,  the  dead  buried  with  our  solemn  service;  in 
fact  all  the  ministries  of  a  parish  carried  to  a  vast  undefined 
parish,  but  always,  if  possible,  with  the  aim  of  securing  the 
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connection  of  those  who  receive  these  ministries  with  the 
parish  in  whose  natural  limits  they  may  be  living.  But 
this  work  brings  us  directly  in  contact  with  the  second  and 
subordinate  department  of  our  Mission. 


The  Relief  of  Suffering-. 

While  this  is  distinctly  a  subordinate  function  of  this 
Institution,  it  is  a  very  important  one  and  one  which  de¬ 
mands  the  utmost  judgment,  care  and  exacting  labor  of  our 
staff.  We  are  simply  following  our  Lord’s  own  method 
when  we  conjoin  ministries  to  the  bodies  and  to  the  souls  of 
men.  To  encourage  pauperism  in  any  way  would  be  simply 
to  pull  down  with  one  arm  of  the  Mission  what  we  are  try¬ 
ing  to  build  up  with  the  other.  Every  possible  care  is 
therefore  taken,  by  careful  investigation  of  the  cases  at  their 
own  homes  by  experienced  visitors,  to  avoid  imposture  or  the 
wasting  of  charity  upon  the  wilfully  idle  and  improvident. 
But  when  this  is  done,  every  resource  of  the  Mission  is 
taxed  to  the  utmost,  to  give  the  relief  which  is  so  piteously 
called  for  by  sufferers  who  are  fully  entitled  to  our  Christian 
compassion. 

The  cases  cited  in  the  reports  of  our  lady  visitors  are 
merely  specimens  of  the  weekly,  almost  daily,  instances  of 
like  kind  falling  under  the  notice  of  our  missionaries.  The 
relief  system  of  the  Mission  is  now  systematized  under 
three  heads,  viz:  (1.)  The  care  of  poor  consumptives,  either 
in  the  House  of  Mercy,  or  at  their  own  residences.  (2.) 
The  care  of  the  sick-poor  generally  by  means  of  the  Diet 
Kitchen.  (3.)  The  ordinary  domiciliary  relief  in  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  food,  clothing,  coal,  and  rarely  of  money,  by  our 
visitors.  Frecpient  opportunities  are  offered  for  furnishing 
charitable  relief  in  a  variety  of  other  forms  which  it  would 
be  difficult  to  classify. 

Finances. 

At  a  time  when  the  income  of  every  family,  Church  and 
charitable  institution  is  diminished  by  so  many  evident 
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causes,  the  City  Mission  could  not  expect  otherwise  than  to 
share  in  the  general  depression.  Yet,  your  superintendent, 
on  whom  devolves  the  serious  task  of  procuring  the  means 
of  support  as  well  as  administering  them  under  your 
direction,  congratulates  the  Board  on  the  practical  support 
which  the  Mission  has  received.  He  has  been  permitted 
and  encouraged  to  present  the  cause  in  several  Churches 
not  hitherto  interested  in  the  work  with  gratifying  success. 
Il  former  contributors  have  been  obliged  to  lessen  their 
gifts,  others  have  been  interested,  and  our  money  receipts,  if 
we  add  to  them  the  value  of  the  property  donated  by  Mr. 
I.  Y.  Williamson  to  the  consumptive  department,  are  very 
little  less  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Council  and  all  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Mission  were  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss 
of  one  of  the  active  members  of  the  Board,  Mr.  11.  B.  Ster¬ 
ling,  who  departed  this  life  last  Autumn.  From  its  organ¬ 
ization  Mr.  Sterling  was  connected  with  the  Board  and  was 
deeply  interested  in  its  work,  freely  giving  his  time  and 
money  to  the  cause.  To  his  personal  efforts  is  due  the 
erection  of  the  chapel  of  Our  Merciful  Saviour,  which  has 
since  become  a  self-sustaining  parish. 

The  superintendent,  in  closing  this  report,  would  earnestly 
record  his  gratitude  to  the  ladies  of  the  various  parishes  who, 
at  no  trifling  effort,  have  so  materially  aided  the  work  of  the 
Mission  by  their  gifts  of  clothing,  food  and  delicacies  for 
the  sick ;  to  those  who  have  aided  in  the  laborious  work  of 
house  to  house  visitation  ;  to  the  gentlemen  whose  liberal 
gifts  of  coal  and  other  necessaries  have  so  increased  our 
power  to  do  good  ;  to  our  numerous  subscribers  and  con¬ 
tributors,  and  to  the  physicians  who  have  generously  given 
their  professional  skill  to  the  sufferers  under  our  care. 
Reference  to  the  detailed  reports  will  show  how  much  of  its 
efficiency  the  Mission  owes  to  these  volunteers  in  the 
good  cause.  To  }mu,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  he  would  re¬ 
spectfully  express  his  deep  sense  of  obligation  for  the  con¬ 
stant  co-operation,  the  hearty  sympathy,  and  the  continued 


confidence,  bj  which  his  labors  have  been  encouraged  and 
upheld.

Annual  Report  op  Rev.  .John  G-.  Furby,  Missionary. 


To  Reo.  Samuel  Durborow,  Superintendent. 


April  1st,  1878. 


Rev.  Mr.  Furey  reports,  in  substance,  that  lie  has  performed  the  usual 
amount  of  general  Missionary  work  in  twelve  of  the  principal  Public  Insti¬ 
tutions  of  Philadelphia.  The  services  are  well  received  and  heartily 
joined  in  by  the  inmates.  The  following  extracts  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Furey’s  report  states  in  detail  the  places  and  times  of  services  : 

1.  The  County  Prison. — On  one  Sunday  morning  of  each  month,  in 
“the  male  convict  corridor,”  to  nearly  600  persons. 

3.  The  Eastern  Penitentiary. — One  Sunday  morning  per  month,  the  ser¬ 
vices  being  held  at  different  times  in  some  one  of  the  seven  different  corri¬ 
dors,  thus  reaching  in  the  course  of  the  year  about  1000  persons. 

o.  The  Northern  Home. — One  Sunday  morning  per  month,  in  the 
Chapel,  to  about  400  boys  and  girls,  some  of  them  from  the  Soldiers’  Or¬ 
phans’  Home. 

4.  The  Howard  Institution. — One  Sunday  morning  per  month,  and 
usually  one  week-day  per  month,  to  a  class  of  women  called  “unfortu¬ 
nates,”  number  constantly  varying,  usually  between  10  and  20. 

5.  The  Insane  Department,  Blocldey. — One  Sunday  afternoon  per  month, 
to  convalescents,  attendants  and  others,  numbering  usually  between  200 
and  300  persons.  The  attention  of  these  patients  to  the  religious  services 
is  remarkable. 

6.  The  Clay  Mission  Chapel.— One  Sunday  afternoon  per  month,  to 
catechise  the  Sunday  School  and  hold  a  Communion  service,  accompanied 
by  a  sermon  or  an  address,  also  to  attend  to  any  other  duties  required. 

7.  The  Old  Man’s  Home. — One  Sunday  afternoon  per  month,  and  occa¬ 
sionally  on  a  week-day  afternoon,  also  attending  an  occasional  funeral,  and 
always,  when  there,  visiting  the  sick  and  feeble  in  their  looms  or  in  the 
Infirmary.  Besides  the  old  men,  about  40  in  number,  there  are  usually 
present  at  the  services  visitors  and  others,  making  the  congregation  about 
50.  There  are  here,  as  in  most  of  the  other  places  mentioned,  several  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Church. 

8.  The  Penna.  Hospital. — Occasionally  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  and  once 
or  twice  per  month  on  week-days,  I  go  to  visit  the  sick,  to  distribute 
“reading  matter,”  and  sometimes  to  address  the  convalescents  in  the 
Chapel.  I  have  also,  on  a  good  many  occasions,  administered  the  sacra¬ 
ments  to  individuals,  and  attended  funerals  in  this  Hospital. 
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9.  The  Old  Ladies  Home. — One  week-day  afternoon  per  month  to  visit 
and  hold  service.  The  number  of  inmates  here  is  about  30. 

10.  The  Penn  Asylum. — One  week-day  afternoon  per  month  to  hold  ser¬ 
vice  and  to  visit  the  sick  and  feeble.  Number  of  inmates  about  50. 

11.  The  Old  Colored  Peoples’  Home. — One  week-day  per  month  to  hold 
service  and  to  visit  as  in  the  other  places  named.  Inmates  about  75. 

12.  The  Bosine  Home. — Once  or  twice  per  month  on  week-days,  to  hold 
service  and  aid  in  reclaiming  the  poor  forsaken  ones  who  find  it  necessary 
to  seek  here  an  asylum  and  temporary  home.  The  number  of  inmates  is 
usually  about  16.  In  this,  as  also  in  most  of  the  Homes  and  Asylums  men¬ 
tioned,  I  have  attended  funerals  and  performed  such  other  offices  as  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  required. 

13.  The  Magdalen  Asylum. — The  services  at  this  place  are  held  in  part,  by 
a  venerable  clergyman  of  our  Church,  but  several  times  each  year  I  officiate 
at  this  asylum.  The  average  number  in  this  place  is  about  30.  This  is 
a  well  known  refuge  for  the  fallen  and  unfortunate,  and  the  Howard  and 
Bosine  Homes  are  of  a  similar  character.  It  is  not  unusual  for  me  to  find  the 
same  persons  passing  from  one  to  another  of  these  Institutions,  and  some¬ 
times  with  the  best  possible  results. 

Besides  the  regular  and  systematic  work  thus  mentioned,  I  have  at¬ 
tended  as  usual  to  the  customary  visiting  among  the  sick  and  to  business 
visits,  and  have  attended  funerals,  and  administered  the  rite  of  Baptism 
many  times  in  nearly  all  sections  of  the  city.  Whenever  I  find  that  the 
giving  of  a  Bible  or  Prayer  Book  or  any  other  suitable  reading  matter 
within  my  reach,  is  calculated  to  do  good,  I  endeavor  to  furnish  it, 
whether  in  Public  Institutions  or  in  private  homes. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to  God  for  the  continuance 
to  me  of  health  and  strength  to  go  through  another  year  of  labor  with  so 
much  comfort  and  apparent  usefulness.  I  also  feel  grateful  to  my  Bishop, 
the  Board  of  Council  and  the  Superintendent  for  all  aid  and  favors  received.

Report  of  Rev.  Robert  Mackie. 

Philadelphia,  April  1st,  1878. 
To  Bev.  Samuel  Durborow,  Superintendent. 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  work  during  the  past  year. 
My  labors  are  chiefly  limited  to  the  sick  and  destitute  of  both  sexes 
scattered  throughout  the  various  Homes  and  Hospitals  in  the  City  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia.  The  Blockley  Almshouse  is  the  largest  in  the  city  ;  having  up¬ 
wards  of  3,000  inmates,  and  until  within  a  few  weeks  over  4,000.  The 
immense  majority  of  these  belong  to  the  Romish  faith  and  to  Protestant 
denominations  other  than  our  Church  ;  yet  there  is  quite  a  number  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Church  of  England,  or  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
Here  the  sick  and  needy  are  sheltered  and  relieved.  There  is  a  por¬ 
tion  of  these  whose  present  condition  may  be  the  result  of  improvident 
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and  loose  living,  tout  there  are  among  them  a  considerable  number 
of  respectable  persons  who  have  seen  better  days,  and  to  these  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  affords  the  only  opportunity  they  have  of  profiting  by  the  min¬ 
istrations  of  the  Church.  The  services  are  generally  well  attended  and 
the  responses  and  singing  are  heartily  rendered,  and  allow  me  to  say  that 
the  time  and  money  given  to  providing  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  these  people 
are  not  lost.  The  young  that  have  been  leading  a  dissolute  life,  come  in 
contact  with  better  influences,  and  not  a  few  are  checked  in  their  downward 
course.  The  falling  tear,  the  sad  countenance,  indicate  the  inward  striving 
of  the  soul,  and  the  solemn  promise,  which  I  have  no  doubt  in  many 
cases  has  been  kept,  gives  a  hope  that  the  work  has  not  been  wholly  in 
vain. 

Permit  me  to  mention  that  the  missionary  would  find  himself  much  re¬ 
tarded  in  his  work,  if  he  had  not  the  co-operation  of  those  who  are  placed 
in  charge  of  these  Homes  and  Hospitals,  every  courtesy  being  extended 
by  the  superintendents  and  other  officials  in  helping  to  promote  the  temporal 
and  spiritual  welfare  of  those  brought  under  their  care.  I  visit  four  days 
in  the  week  the  Blockley  Almshouse  ;  Monday  I  devote  to  visiting  the  sick 
and  catechising  the  children  of  the  school  ;■  Wednesday  to  visiting  the  sick 
and  giving  the  evening  service  to  the  convalescents  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  wards  ;  Friday  to  visiting  the  aged  women  of  the  outer  wards,  and 
giving  them  the  evening  service,  and  baptizing  the  children  of  the  Lying- 
in  ward ;  and  on  Sunday,  I  visit  the  men’s  outer  wards,  and  give  the 
morning  service  to  the  young,  old  and  infirm.  This  service  is  generally 
well  attended.  I  go  six  or  eight  times  each  month  to  the  Foundling  ward, 
where  I  baptize  the  foundlings.  The  University  Hospital  is  visited  twice 
a  week,  on  Wednesdays  and  Sundays;  on  Wednesday  afternoons  and  on 
Sunday  mornings  I  visit  the  sick,  and  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month, 
according  to  the  arrangement  of  the  Board,  I  give  a  public  service  to  those 
who  are  able  to  attend,  and  on  the  other  Sundays  a  short  service  in  the  female 
ward.  Jefferson  College  Hospital  is  visited  twice  a  week,  Thursdays  and 
Sunday,  when  I  speak  to  the  sick  and  dying.  The  House  of  Industry  is 
visited  on  Thursday  evening  of  each  week,  where  I  meet  a  number  of 
tradesmen  from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  from  Europe,  seeking  work, 
some  of  whom  seem  to  be  really  deserving,  I  give  them  the  evening 
service.  (You  will  find  the  statistics  of  my  year’s  work  elsewhere  in  this 
report.)  Besides  the  above  regular  work,  I  have  many  calls  to  attend  the 
sick  at  their  homes,  besides  funerals,  baptisms  and  other  special  duties 
too  numerous  to  particularize  in  so  brief  a  report.

The  following  is  a  statement  in  full  of  the  official  acts  performed  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties  as  a  Missionary,  viz  : — Public  services,  133  ;  Ser- 
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mons,  92  ;  Addresses,  24  ;  Baptisms — Infants,  23,  Adults,  3,  total,  26  ; 
Holy  Communion,  (times)  23  ;  Funerals,  12  ;  Catechising,  7  ;  Marriages, 
6  ;  visits,  1305.  In  addition  to  the  services  above  stated,  I  have  also  read 
prayers  at  the  House  of  Mercy  362  times,  or  nearly  every  clay  during  the 
past  year;  and  have  been  in  charge  of  the  Home  for  Consumptives  and  Sick 
Diet  Kitchen,  performing  the  duties  incident  to  the  position,  and  which 
may  be  seen  more  fully  in  the  Report  of  that  Department.

Report  of  Rev.  Peter  Russell. — Christ  Church,  Franklinville. 
Rev.  Samuel  Durborow,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Brother — This  Mission  erected  a  Chapel  during  the  last  sum¬ 
mer  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Yenango  Streets.  There  is  ample 
room  on  the  ground  for  a  large  Parish  Church,  when  needed,  and 
also  for  a  Rectory.  Like  many  a  Church  enterprise,  it  lias  been  “sore 
let  and  hindered  ”  by  adverse  influences.  It  is  now  recovering  from  that 
state  of  depression  and  discouragement  into  which  it  had  fallen,  and  its 
ultimate  success  seems  to  be  assured.  For  the  present,  however,  we  must 
be  content  with  moderate  growth.  The  great  thing  required  at  this  time 
is  to  occupy  the  ground  and  lay  a  good  foundation  for  future  usefulness. 
When  prosperity  shall  return  to  the  country  this  Mission  will  be  in  the 
midst  of  a  large  population,  and  then  will  come  the  time  for  its  real  work. 

The  Mission  is  admirably  located  as  a  centre  from  which  to  reach  various 
classes  of  people  in  the  vicinity.  It  is  near  what  is  called  the  Drove  Yard 
on  the  North  Penn.  R.  R.,  and  the  same  company  is  likely  to  have  exten¬ 
sive  work  shops  within  its  limits. 

And  considering  the  fact  that  its  position  is  so  favorable  for  doing  good, 
it  is  rather  strange  that  no  more  interest  has  been  manifested  in  its  success 
and  prosperity,  and  that  it  should  be  so  poorly  supplied  with  everything 
needed  for  its  efficient  working.  The  Missionary  cannot  avoid  feeling  that 
there  rests  on  him  the  hard  task  of  making  brick  without  straw,  and  in  his 
perplexity  he  is  often  compelled  to  ask — ought  this  thing  to  be,  under  the 
very  shadow  of  the  many  and  great  Churches  of  the  City  ? 

In  regard  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Mission  it  may  be  said  that  both 
Sunday  and  week-day  congregations  are  good,  and  the  Lenten  services 
have  been  very  well  attended.  The  number  of  children  in  the  Sunday 
School  is  increasing  and  is  now  about  110  ;  more  children  could  be  had  if 
we  had  a  few  additional  teachers.

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Bawn. 

To  the  Rev.  Samuel  Durborow,  Supt. : 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — Since  assuming  charge  of  St.  Barnabas’  Chapel, 
about  the  1st  of  October  last,  the  services  on  Sunday  and  through  the  week 
have  been  regularly  maintained  and  with  encouraging  results. 
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The  principal  hindrance  to  the  permanent  growth  and  prosperity  of  the 
congregation  is  the  floating  character  of  the  population  at  Haddington.  A 
number  of  removals  have  occured  during  the  past  fall  and  winter,  and 
among  these  several  communicants  ;  this,  however,  is  nothing  unusual,  as 
many  seek  a  summer  residence  here  and  return  to  the  city  as  the  cold 
weather  approaches.  Within  the  past  year  several  whole  blocks  of  dwel¬ 
lings  have  been  erected,  offering  comfortable  and  convenient  homes,  suit¬ 
able  to  all  classes,  and  at  rents  so  low  as  to  seem  almost  nominal.  The 
country  around  Haddington  is  high  and  rolling,  and  is  considered  very 
healthy  ;  all  that  is  needed  to  make  it  among  the  most  desirable  of  suburban 
residences,  is  rapid  transit,  which  must  soon  be  afforded  by  the  Market 
Street  Railway  placing  dummy  cars  on  its  western  terminus. 

Our  chapel  is  beautifully  situated  on  an  eminence  overlooking  part  of 
this  thriving  and  populous  village,  and  from  which  point  a  fine  view  is  had 
of  our  great  city.  There  has  recently  been  obtained  a  large  aud  fine  toned 
pipe  organ  ;  this  with  a  very  efficient  choir  renders  the  musical  part  of  the 
services  hearty  and  attractive.  Several  new  pieces  of  chancel  furniture  have 
been  added ;  the  Sunday  School  room  re-painted  and  other  minor  im¬ 
provements  made,  so  that  we  have  the  most  comfortable  and  well  appointed 
house  of  worship  in  the  place.  Very  soon  we  propose  holding  a  Mission 
Service  preparatory  to  forming  a  class  for  confirmation. 

During  the  winter  just  passed,  assistance  was  given  to  the  needy,  in 
money,  groceries  and  clothing.  I  rejoice  to  say  less  of  suffering  and 
poverty  existed  among  the  lowly  in  the  neighborhood  than  has  been  known 
for  many  years. 

My  experience  in  charge  of  this  Mission,  brief  though  it  is,  has  yet  been 
long  enough  to  afford  sufficient  evidence  that  much  faithful  and  successful 
work  has  been  done  in  the  past,  and  by  the  blessing  of  G-od,  as  much  and 
more  may  be  accomplished  by  a  patient  continuance  in  well  doing.

Report  OF  THE  ReV.  1ST.  Gr.  ALLEN.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : — You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  St.  David’s  Mis¬ 
sion  was  never  more  encouraging,  The  Sunday  School  completely  fills  up 
the  Hall.  It  is  very  desirable  that  we  should  have  a  room  in  which  the 
infant  class  might  be  instructed,  as  they  disturb  the  other  classes  aud 
occupy  room  needed  for  the  classes  of  older  children.  If  a  suitable  chapel 
were  erected,  some  250  children  might  be  gathered  into  the  Sunday  School. 

When  the  autumn  comes,  I  trust  the  Board  will  be  so  impressed  by  the 
importance  of  the  Mission,  that  they  will  propose  measures  for  the  erection 
of  a  cheap  wooden  structure  where  our  services  could  be  held  without  an¬ 
noyance. 
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Report  op  Dr.  J.  J.  Sleeper. 

Rev.  Samuel  Durborow,  Supt. 

Dear  Sir — As  this  month  marks  the  first  anniversary  of  my  connection 
with  the  City  Mission,  it  may  not  he  out  of  place  to  review  my  work.  I 
have  spent  eight  months  at  Franklinville,  during  which  time  I  made  four 
hundred  and  three  visits,  held  or  assisted  in  fifty-seven  public  services,  read 
thirty-six  sermons  and  made  sixteen  addresses.  The  last  four  months  I 
have  been  at  Clay  Chapel,  during  which  time  I  have  read  thirteen  sermons, 
made  twenty-four  addresses,  and  five  hundred  and  thirty  calls,  being  total 
for  the  year  of  ninety-two  services,  forty-nine  sermons,  forty  addresses,  and 
nine  hundred  and  thirty-three  visits. 

Clay  Mission,  my  present  field,  has  great  opportunities  for  good  ;  it  is  the 
only  Church  in  the  midst  of  a  population  of  at  least  six  hundred  colored 
people,  very  many  of  whom  do  not  go  to  any  place  for  religious  worship. 

Our  Chapel  has  been  painted  and  re-furnished  and  now  offers  its  free 
regular  Sunday  and  week-day  Church  service  and  Sunday  School  to  all 
who  are  disposed  to  prepare  for  the  world  to  come. 

A  considerable  number  have  embraced  the  privileges  offered,  but  the 
Church  must  go  on  with  her  arms  open  and  agents  at  work  for  some  time 
before  it  can  expect  to  overcome  this  non-Cliurch-going  disposition.  We 
need  not  go  to  foreign  lands  to  find  those  who  do  not  hear  the  blessed  Gos¬ 
pel  of  the  Son  of  God,  they  are  at  our  doors.  Will  not  the  whole  Church 
pray  that  God  may  give  us  access  to  the  hearts  of  this  people  who  care  not 
for  their  own  souls  or  for  the  souls  of  others?

Report  op  Mrs.  E.  Agar. 

Philadelphia,  April  1st,  1878. 

Rev.  Samuel  Durborow,  Superintendent. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir. — -In  making  this  my  Annual  Report,  I  would  say 
that  of  the  many  hundreds  of  persons  whom  I  have  visited  by  direction  of 
the  City  Mission,  I  have  never  seen  so  much  actual  suffering,  especially 
among  the  middle  class  ;  persons  who  have  never  applied  for  assistance 
before,  have  been  compelled  to  come  to  the  Mission  during  the  past  win¬ 
ter,  some  of  them  being  in  a  starving  condition  before  they  would  apply.  I 
mention  this  toshowthat.  notwithstanding  the  mild  winterwe  have  had,  the 
amount  of  suffering  among  the  poor  has  been  very  great,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  so  many  husbands  and  brothers  were  out  of  employment,  and  were 
unable  to  get  food  for  their  families.  I  would  mention  a  few  cases,  show¬ 
ing  the  distress  the  applicants  were  in  when  they  applied  to  and  were 
relieved  by  the  Mission. 

A  family  consisting  of  father,  mother  and  four  children  ;  the  father  out 
of  employment,  one  of  th% children  deaf  and  dumb,  and  the  others  very 
small.  They  applied  t<  .  the  Mission  for  help,  and  when  I  called  to  see 
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them  they  were  cooking  some  scraps  of  meat  which  had  been  given  to  the 
father  by  a  person  who  had  employed  him  to  get  some  meat  for  dogs,  part 
of  which  he  gave  to  this  father  who  had  thus  been  compelled  to  ask  meat 
intended  for  dogs,  in  order  to  keep  his  family  from  starving. 

A  very  respectable  family  consisting  of  seven  persons  ;  the  father  just 
recovering  from  a  severe  illness,  and  not  able  to  work.  The  mother  sick 
and  unable  to  leave  her  room  ;  two  children  ill  with  scarlet  fever,  and  a 
babe  two  weeks  old.  All  were  huddled  together  in  a  garret  room,  a 
miserable  apartment.  They  were  in  great  destitution,  no  food  and  no  way 
of  procuring  any.  Another  case,  that  of  a  family;  the  father  of  which 
was  addicted  to  strong  drink  ;  after  beating  and  abusing  his  wife,  he  de¬ 
serted  her  and  left  her  with  two  small  children  ;  they  were  in  a  starving 
condition  ;  the  poor  creature  had  been  forced  by  the  pangs  of  hunger  to 
take  the  shoes  off  her  feet  and  pawn  them  in  order  to  buy  food  for  herself 
and  children  who  were  crying  for  bread,  she  said  she  could  not  thank  the 
Mission  enough  for  their  kindness  to  her. 

The  above  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  equally  distressing  cases  which  I 
have  witnessed  and  which  have  been  relieved  by  the  Mission. 

I  have  taken  this  opportunity  to  show  the  distress  prevalent  during 
the  past  year,  and  can  testify  to  the  great  good  which  I  know  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  by  the  timely  assistance  of  the  Mission. 

I  have  been  the  means  of  bringing  24  children  to  baptism,  and  of  induc¬ 
ing  49  children  to  attend  Sunday  School.  On  each  Lord’s  day  I  call  for 
the  little  ones  and  accompany  them  to  the  Sunday  School,  returning  with 
them  at  its  close.

Report  op  Mrs.  E.  S.  Merry. 

Rev.  Samuel  Burborow,  Superintendent. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir. — In  looking  back  over  the  work  and  experience  of 
the  past  winter,  the  prominent  subject  appears  to  be  the  great  distress 
among  the  better  class  of  the  poor,  which  does  not  seem  so  observable 
among  the  lower  and  rougher  class,  whose  long  poverty  and  want  have  in  a 
degree  hardened  them  and  made  their  life  endurable.  There  are  three 
special  cases  of  suffering,  that  I  remember,  among  many  others  that  were  vis¬ 
ited  and  relieved  by  me  in  behalf  of  the  Mission.  One  case  was  a  family  of 
four,  the  man  had  always  been  in  business  and  supported  his  family  wrell. 
They  had  been  accustomed  to  all  the  comforts  and  even  the  luxuries  of 
life.  When  I  visited  them  they  were  living  in  a  small  garret  room,  with 
bed,  table,  two  chairs,  and  an  old  stove,  one  small  window  only  to  admit 
God’s  sun  light,  the  wife  was  ill  in  bed  with  a  lung  complaint  and  cough 
that  was  killing  her,  the  father  had  the  care  of  her  and  the  two  children, 
one  of  them  an  infant  of  a  few  months.  They  were  both  Christians  and 
that  helped  them  to  bear  the  bitter  change  from  their  former  life.  The 
Mission  sent  assistance  and  food  for  the  sick  woman  from  the  Diet 
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Kitchen.  The  other  two  cases  were  somewhat  similar ;  in  one  the  man 
had  lost  his  business  through  sickness,  and  was  a  helpless  cripple  from  the 
effects  of  rheumatism  :  in  the  other  a  hoy  of  twelve  years,  suffering 
great  pain  and  wasting  away  to  a  skeleton,  the  mother’s  sorrow  great, 
the  father  unable  to  supply  the  necessary  food  ;  they  received  it  from 
the  Mission,  which  took  the  father's  place.  These  cases  are  only  a 
few  of  many  such.  Another  feature  I  have  observed  in  the  work,  has 
been  the  great  thirst  for,  and  willingness  to  receive  instruction  in  the 
Scriptures,  both  at  the  houses  of  the  poor  and  also  at  the  various  meetings 
held  by  me  during  the  winter.  These  meetings  were  four  during  the 
week,  two  for  women,  and  one  for  young  girls  employed  in  the  mills 
in  the  North-western  part  of  the  City  ;  and  one  Bible  Class  for  men.  I 
am  particularly  thankful  for  the  success  of  these  meetings,  especially  for 
the  interest  and  attendance  at  the  Men’s  Bible  Class.

Report  of  Mrs.  Sophia  Hemp. 

Philadelphia,  April  12 th,  1878. 
Reo.  Samuel  Durborow,  Sup't  of  Phila’a  Prut.  Epis.  City  Mission. 

In  my  present  work  the  German  population  is  largely  in  the  majority,  and 
few  of  these  can  speak  or  understand  the  English  language.  For  this  reason, 

; those  who  are  “Church-goers”  attend  upon  those  services  where  they 
can  hear  their  native  tongue.  A  few,  however,  go  to  St.  David’s  Mission 
at  the  evening  service.  Yet  they  all  seem  to  welcome  my  visits  when  I 
speak  to  them  of  God’s  love  and  our  duty  towards  Him.  They  readily  com¬ 
ply  with  my  request  that  their  children  may  attend  our  Sunday  School, 
and  the  number  or  these  (of  German  parentage)  aggregate  140.  Of  thirteen 
baptized  at  our  Mission  since  last  July,  I  am  assured  at  least  seven  of  these 
will  be  properly  reared. 

Great  poverty  and  bodily  distress  are  to  be  found  among  the  population  at 
all  times,  more  especially  at  the  present  writing  ;  it  is  hoped,  however,  that 
these  afflictions  may  be  the  means,  under  Providence,  of  bringing  these 
former  irreligious  people  nearer  to  their  Saviour.  The  absolutely  needy, 
both  Germans  and  Americans  who  were  sent  to  the  City  Mission  Office,  by 
myself,  for  relief,  were  very  thankful  for  the  aid  extended  to  them.  These 
were  not  of  the  class  termed  professional  beggars  ;  but  were  chiefly  mem¬ 
bers  of  mechanics’  families. 

The  Bible-class  which  I  started  with  three  German  women,  has  doubled 
itself ;  as  six  are  regular  attendants  at  the  present  time.  The  exercises  are 
conducted  in  the  German  language. 

The  Sewing  School  which  I  have  organized,  is,  with  one  or  two  excep¬ 
tions,  entirely  composed  of  German  children.

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Home  for  Poor  Consumptives. 


Its  Economy. 

The  City  Mission  is  exceeding  valuable  in  affording  the 
means  for  engaging  in  new  and  special  departments  of 
benevolence  and  charity.  With  its  central  office,  its  perfect 
organization,  it  has  been  so  flexible  as  to  readily  adapt  itself 
to  varying  needs,  and  apply  its  force  to  move  and  direct  new 
and  needed  agencies  for  good.  It  has  been  like  some  great 
engine  in  the  centre  of  a  factory,  moving  on  with  great 
power,  and  yet  able  at  any  moment  by  a  simple  attachment 
to  set  into  action  other  looms  and  machines,  which  but  for 
it  would  remain  motionless,  or  recpiire  the  maintenance  of 
costly  motive  power  for  their  own  sole  use. 

No  work  of  continuous  benevolence  can  be  maintained 
without  some  expenditures  for  office  purposes — book-keep¬ 
ing,  printing,  supervision,  &c.  But,  it  is  an  economy  to  util¬ 
ize  such  an  organization  as  the  City  Mission,  so  as  to  avoid 
the  fresh  expenditures  for  maintaining  numerous  organiza¬ 
tions  for  each  distinct  branch  of  charitable  work. 

This  has  been  illustrated  in  the  relations  of  the  City  Mis¬ 
sion  to  the  work  of  relieving  Poor  Consumptives,  as  well  as 
in  many  other  departments  of  its  widespread  work. 

After  the  City  Mission  had  been  in  successful  operation 
for  some  six  years  it  was  resolved  to  enlarge  the  range  of  its 
operations,  and  make  a  specialty  of  relieving  as  a  class,  Poor 
Consumptives,  who  before  had  not  been  looked  after  with  a 
view  to  any  special  treatment  or  relief. 

When  the  Board  resolved  to  enter  upon  this  work,  it  was 
found  that  much  of  the  needed  machinery  and  appliances 
were  ready  at  its  hand  without  further  expenditures.  The 
office  of  the  City  Mission,  its  superintendent  and  financial 
solicitor,  book-keeper,  Board  of  Council,  and  general  organi¬ 
zation,  all  were  at  the  service  of  this  new  work.  Without  a 


jar,  without  relinquishing  any  of  its  other  work,  the  City 
Mission  was  ready  at  once  to  take  the  charge  of  this  new 
work  of  benevolence. 

This  was  not  only  convenient,  but  in  the  highest  degree 
economical.  It  left  every  dollar  contributed  for  this  special 
department  intact  to  be  used  as  a  net  contribution  for  the 
relief  of  Poor  Consumptives.  It  was  evidently  far  more  eco¬ 
nomical  to  make  this  department  a  branch  of  the  City  Mis¬ 
sion,  than  to  erect  it  into  a  distinct  organization,  and  to 
burden  it  with  numerous  necessary  incidental  expenditures. 

Philadelphia’s  Need  of  a  Consumptives’  Home. 

In  different  localities  special  forms  of  charitable  relief  are 
needed.  The  poor  Laplander  needs  blankets,  not  ice  water 
and  sunshades,  and  in  the  tropics,  to  sick  paupers  cooling 
drinks  and  straw  hats  would  he  more  welcome  than  red 
flannels.  Pulmonary  diseases  of  varied  aggravated  and  fatal 
forms  are  prevalent  in  this  climate.  In  Philadelphia  the 
number  of  consumptives  is  appallingly  great,  not  on  account 
of  any  special  unhealthiness  of  the  region,  hut  simply  on  ac- 
aecount  of  the  vast  population  of  the  city,  which  concen¬ 
trates  in  large  numbers  the  sick  and  feeble  as  well  as  the 
healthy  and  active.  In  the  weekly  and  annual  published 
mortuary  statements  of  the  Philadelphia  Poard  of  Health, 
the  number  of  deaths  from  various  forms  of  diseases  of  the 
chest,  throat  and  lungs  is  frightful,  at  some  seasons  it  reaches 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths. 

The  lingering  nature  of  consumption  and  its  incurable 
character  prevents  the  Hospitals  from  receiving  them,  as 
they  do  ordinary  patients  afflicted  with  acute  disorders,  and 
while  in  a  few  of  the  admirable  public  Hospitals  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  private  benevolence  has  enabled  them  to  take  a  few 
such  patients  into  their  wards  as  charity  patients,  the  num¬ 
ber  is  so  small  when  compared  with  the  great  number  in 
need,  that  it  might  be  said  that  almost  no  provision  has  yet 
been  made  to  provide  free  Hospital  care  for  poor  incurables. 

The  City  Mission  with  its  Home  for  Poor  Consumptives, 


and  its  plans  for  their  relief,  stands  forth  to  meet  a  sore  need 
and  acknowledged  want  in  this  special  department  of  be¬ 
nevolence.  All  has  been  done  that  the  means  received  would 
permit,  but  with  enlarged  contributions,  the  wants  of  many- 
more  out  of  the  large  number  of  apparently  deserving  appli¬ 
cants  might  be  relieved. 

The  Poor  Consumptives. 

Every  one  knows,  by  observation  at  least,  something  of 
the  peculiar  nature  of  this  complaint — this  fell  destroyer. 
The  hectic  cheek,  the  cough,  its  insidious  approaches  and 
ravages,  its  delusive  character,  and  the  illusory  hopes  of  the 
sufferer,  the  growing  lassitude,  the  weary  frame  which 
arouse  the  fears  of  loving  friends  ;  the  concealment  of  the 
danger  from  the  sick  one  ;  the  vain  effort  to  secure  relief  by 
change  of  treatment  and  of  climate;  its  sad  character  even 
in  its  less  repulsive  forms;  and  its  frightful  nature  in  many 
cases  of  sudden  and  profuse  hemorrhages;  all,  are  alas  too 
well  known,  among  the  rich  to  whom  we  make  our  appeals, 
as  well  as  among  the  poor  who  are  to  be  objects  of  their 
bounty. 

But  in  the  case  of  the  Poor  Consumptive,  the  illness  is 
aggravated,  and  the  distress  is  intensified  by  lack  of  means 
for  the  poor  consumptive  dependent  for  support  upon  daily 
toil,  having,  perhaps,  others  dependent  upon  his  or  her  labor 
for  their  daily  bread,  there  can  be  no  respite  until  stricken 
down.  There  can  be  no  such,  thing  as  a  trip  to  Florida,  a 
winter  in  Italy,  or  even  a  quiet  rest  at  home  ameliorated 
by  comforts  and  varied  remedial  agencies.  The  disease  is 
aggravated,  and  its  culmination  hastened  by  poverty  and 
toil,  and  when  the  dread  day  comes  that  the  laborer  is  too 
weak  to  go  on  with  his  work,  the  outlook  is  dark  and  hope¬ 
less  in  the  extreme.  An  acute  complaint  soon  terminates, 
but  consumption  gradually  wastes  away,  and  prolongs  the 
misery  of  the  poor  sufferer.  The  reports  of  cases  visited  by 
the  clergyman  in  charge  of  this  department  of  our  work  (a 
few  of  which  appear  below  in  this  report)  give  some  idea 
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of  the  sorrows  of  soul,  as  well  as  pain  of  body,  which  it  has 
been  our  privilege  measurably  to  relieve. 

Our  Plans. 

Treatment  of  Cases — Treatment  at  Homes. 

Our  methods  we  believe  to  be  judicious,  prudent  and 
generous  in  proportion  to  our  means,  and  adapted  to  the  re¬ 
lief  of  the  special  needs  of  our  beneficiaries.  When  a  case  is 
presented,  if  it  is  vouched  for  as  a  proper  subject  of  relief, 
and  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  a  respectable  physician, 
the  name  of  the  applicant  is  at  once  placed  upon  our  list  and 
relieved. 

In  other  cases  one  of  the  City  Mission’s  visitors  is  sent  to 
the  home  of  the  applicant,  due  inquiries  made  and  the  cer¬ 
tificate  of  a  physician  procured,  that  it  is  a  proper  case  for  us 
to  adopt,  before  relief  is  afforded. 

Two  spacious  apartments  in  the  House  of  Mercy ,  411  Spruce 
street,  have  been  furnished  as  a  temporary  Hospital,  where  a 
few  patients  can  be  accommodated  with  all  that  is  necessary, 
including  medical  advice,  medicine,  food,  &c.,  but  this  is  only 
designed  for  use  until  the  necessary  means  are  obtained  for 
the  erection  of  a  special  building  with  larger  accommoda¬ 
tions,  and  designed  exclusively  as  a  Home  for  Consumptives. 

This  temporary  Hospital  has  been  very  useful,  and  there 
are  nearly  always  some  patients  in  its  wards.  In  some  other 
special  cases  where  the  patients  had  no  home  one  was  pro¬ 
vided,  the  board  paid,  and  such  attention  secured  as  would 
contribute  to  his  comfort  and  welfare.  The  far  larger  part 
of  our  work  up  to  this  time,  however,  has  been  done  by  re¬ 
lieving  poor  consumptives  in  their  own  homes  or  lodgings. 
They  are  found  by  our  special  visitor  in  many  cases  in  the 
most  unwholesome  surroundings,  and  destitute  of  the  sim¬ 
plest  means  of  alleviating  their  distress.  Sickness  is  always 
aggravated  by  poverty,  and  these  poor  consumptives  have 
neither  proper  clothing,  sufficient  nourishment  or  the  right 
kind  of  treatment,  medicine  and  nursing.  It  has  been  the 
blessed  province  of  the  City  Mission  to  stretch  out  its  help¬ 
ing  hand  and  provide  for  many  of  these  poor  unfortunates. 
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It  has,  as  the  tabular  synopsis  of  its  work  shows,  relieved 
quite  a  large  number  of  cases  at  a  comparatively  small  cost. 
Some  under  its  care  have  been  so  far  recruited  that  they  were 
enabled  to  resume  their  work  and  provide  for  themselves, 
others  have  had  their  declining  moments  cheered  by  timely 
aid,  and  in  their  dying  hour  pointed  to  the  Great  Physician 
who  can  give  a  blessed  immortality  to  those  who  seek  His 
mercy. 

The  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  an  invaluable  adjunct  to 
the  work  of  the  City  Mission  among  the  poor  consump¬ 
tives,  and  the  one  has  been  auxiliary  to  the  other,  at  but 
little  extra  expense. 

The  following  lists  present  the  summary  of  the  work  of 
the  City  Mission  among  poor  consumptives  for  the  past  year. 

Annual  Report  of  Rev.  W.  S.  Heaton.  In  charge  of  Consumptive  De¬ 
partment  and  Sick  Diet  Kitchen.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir. — In  presenting  my  report  for  the  past  year,  I  beg  leave 
to  state  that  there  has  been  received  into  the  House  of  Mercy,  eight  persons, 
of  whom  four  died  and  one  returned  to  her  friends,  and  there  are  now  re¬ 
maining  three.  The  following  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  whole 
number  of  cases  received  under  care  since  March  1st,  1877,  viz  :

The  following  interesting  facts  may  be  stated  in  connection  with  this 
special  work  :  “S,”  is  a  man,  28  years  old,  whose  sickness  commenced  in 
October,  1875.  He  has  since  been  assisted  at  his  home,  his  wife  taking  care 
of  him.  This  person  had  been  an  active  and  intelligent  business  man  and 
had  occupied  good  positions  and  received  a  salary  enabling  him  to  live  com¬ 
fortably,  but  evil  company  and  vicious  habits  made  him  a  perfect  wreck. 
Though  baptized  he  had  neglected  all  his  religious  duties  and  when 
taken  under  care  was  skeptical,  and  mocked  at  all  attempts  to  converse 
with  him  on  the  subject  of  religion.  After  a  few  visits  he  changed  very 
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much  in  his  views  and  behavior,  and  became  a  sincere  ^seeker  after  the 
truth.  He  now  seems  to  enjoy  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer  at 
his  bedside,  and  expresses  penitence  and  faith  in  the  Saviour,  and  looks 
calmly  forward  to  the  end  of  life. 

A  case  of  a  very  different  character  is  “H,  ”  whose  sickness  dates  back 
four  years.  He  has  a  wife  and  two  children,  one  of  these  a  boy  11 
years  old,  unable  to  walk,  and  the  other,  a  boy  of  6  years,  partially  blind. 
This  man  struggled  hard  to  make  a  living  by  selling  pastry  made  by  his 
wife,  until  he  was  too  weak  to  leave  home  ;  and  his  wife  after  trying  long 
to  assist  by  selling  articles  on  commission,  by  sewing  and  in  various  other 
ways,  finally  broke  down  and  all  were  reduced  to  want  and  suffering.  His 
relatives  in  the  country  offered  him  a  home,  but  could  not  furnish  money 
for  his  journey,  and  the  state  of  his  health  would  not  admit  of  his  being 
removed  at  that  time.  Clothing  for  the  husband  and  wife,  with  coal,  food 
and  money  were  furnished  by  the  Mission.  Two  weeks  afterwards 
arrangements  were  made  for  him  to  go  to  his  relatives  and  money  furnished 
to  pay  his  expenses.  This  man  and  wife  are  earnest  communicants  of  our 
Church. 

Mrs.  A. — a  member  of  the  Methodist  communion,  came  under  the  care 
of  the  Mission,  February  22d,  1878.  She  is  a  widow,  26  years  of  age,  and 
has  been  ill  during  the  past  three  years,  and  especially  so  since  January  last. 
She  lives  with  her  mother,  also  a  widow  in  feeble  health.  A  little  shop 
yielding  about  fifty  cents  a  week,  has  been,  with  the  charity  of  their 
neighbors,  their  chief  support.  She  has  since  been  supplied  with  jellies 
and  other  articles  suitable  for  a  sick  person  ;  clothing  and  a  weekly  stipend 
have  also  been  supplied  and  we  are  doing  all  we  can  to  make  her  com¬ 
fortable. 

A  prominent  fact  in  the  work  among  poor  Consumptives  is  worthy  of 
being  stated  here,  namely,  that  of  all  the  persons  under  care  (numbering 
172)  not  more  than  one  in  twenty  desired  removal  from  their  homes,  and 
most  of  them  have  expressed  themselves  as  so  reluctant  to  leave  their  fam¬ 
ilies  that,  if  forced  to  choose,  they  preferred  to  suffer  at  home,  instead  of 
enjoying  every  comfort  that  any  institution  could  afford  :  which  fact  shows 
the  exceeding  importance  of  the  method  adopted  by  the  Mission  in  aid¬ 
ing  this  class  of  sufferers.

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SICK  DIET  KITCHEN. 

The  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  City  Mis¬ 
sion  and  an  effort  to  meet  a  pressing  want  in  its  charitable 
work  of  relieving  the  sick  poor.  Among  the  beneficiaries 
of  the  City  Mission  there  are  always  a  large  number  who 
are  not  only  distressed  by  poverty,  but  at  the  same  time 
afflicted  by  disease.  There  are  under  its  care  poor  sick  little 
children,  pining  upon  their  beds  of  suffering  in  their 
wretched  homes,  aged  and  infirm  old  men  and  women 
whose  feebleness  is  still  further  increased  by  illness,  and 
others,  of  both  sexes  and  of  all  ages,  afflicted  by  various  dis¬ 
tressing  complaints.  They  are  of  course  all  poor  enough,  and 
unable  to  procure  the  needed  nourishment.  It  is  their 
poverty  that  brings  them  to  our  care.  But  any  one  who 
has  been  much  among  the  poor  will  know,  that  in  very 
many  cases  to  poverty  is  often  joined  want  of  knowledge 
and  skill  in  preparing  food  proper  for  sick  patients.  The 
attempt  is  made  to  feed  the  sick  weak  patient  with  the  same 
coarse  food,  illy  cooked,  which  they  had  to  live  upon  when 
in  health.  Want  of  properly  cooked  and  nourishing  diet 
among  the  sick  poor,  is  one  great  hindrance  to  their  cure. 
Proper  food,  properly  prepared,  is  in  a  degree  almost  as 
valuable  as  the  medicines  administered,  and  it  was  to 
remedy  the  ills  and  suffering  caused  by  the  ignorance  which 
so  often  baffles  the  physician’s  efforts  and  prolongs  the 
period  of  the  patient’s  suffering,  that  the  Sick  Diet  Kitchen 
of  the  City  Mission  was  organized. 

(We  publish  with  this  report,  the  testimonial  of  a  number 
of  the  most  prominent  and  distinguished  physicians  of 
Philadelphia,  to  the  needs  and  value  of  this  branch  of  our 
work,  and  their  commendation  of  it  to  the  favor  of  the 
benevolent.) 

The  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  is  located  in  the  House  of 
Mercy,  and  here  all  the  food  is  prepared  and  sent  to  the 
sick  beds  of  the  patients,  or  supplied  to  those  who  have  been 
furnished  with  tickets.  It  was  opened  in  November,  1875, 
and  has  since  then  been  in  daily  operation.  It  has  for  its 
object  the  furnishing  to  the  invalid  poor,  the  delicate  but 
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nutritious  food  which  is  otherwise  hopelessly  beyond  their 
reach,  yet  upon  which  their  lives  might,  under  Providence, 
depend,  and  without  which  medicines,  medical  skill,  and 
even  careful  nursing  would  in  many  eases  avail  but  little. 
All  the  food  is  prepared  by  a  skillful  cook,  and  is  of  good 
quality.  It  is  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  attending  physicians.  Records  are  kept 
of  the  name  of  the  beneficiary,  the  complaint,  and  the 
amount  of  relief  administered.  A  very  large  number  of 
persons  have  so  far  received  sick-diet  tickets,  and  been  re¬ 
lieved  from  the  kitchen,  and  in  addition  to  the  wholesome 
food,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  add  donations  of  bed¬ 
ding,  clothing,  and  other  comforts,  a  large  number  of  the 
sick  being  in  a  destitute  condition.  Many  kind  friends 
have  generously  contributed  to  this  work  as  a  specialty. 
Chicken  broth,  beef  tea,  soups,  mutton  broth,  oat  meal 
gruel,  roast  beef,  roast  duck,  rice  custard,  prunes,  jellies, 
corn  starch,  roast  apples,  gelatine,  bread  pudding,  rice  pud¬ 
ding,  tapioca,  canned  tomatoes,  grapes,  oranges,  tea  rolls, 
wines,  etc.,  have  been  furnished  from  the  Kitchen.  The 
average  number  of  patients  daily  supplied  from  this  source 
has  been  about  40. 

The  ordinary  working  force  of  the  City  Mission  has  been 
made  available  as  far  as  possible  in  this  department  of  our 
work,  and  it  is  remarkable  how  much  has  been  done  at  a  com¬ 
paratively  small  expenditure.  As  an  aid  in  another  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  City  Mission  Charity  work,  that  of  relieving  poor 
consumptives,  the  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  invaluable. 

The  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  approves  itself  as  one  of  the  gen¬ 
tler  forms  of  charity.  It  is  a  most  merciful  and  humane 
act  to  thus  endeavor  to  mitigate  the  ills  of  sickness  and 
poverty,  and  it  is  a  wise  and  thrifty  thing  to  endeavor  to 
hasten  the  convalescence  of  the  sick  by  proper  nourishment. 
Those  who  remember  how  often  the  sick  turn  from  food  not 
suited  to  their  taste  or  wants,  and  how  in  their  weakness, 
coarse  food  becomes  doubly  repulsive,  will  appreciate  the 
humanity  of  this  effort  to  remedy  some  of  the  ills  which 
are  too  likely  to  torment  the  poor  in  seasons  of  sickness. 
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The  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  one  of  the  most  success¬ 
ful  of  our  efforts  to  relieve  the  worthy  and  afflicted  poor, 
and  abundant  blessings  have  been  pronounced  upon  it  by 
those  who  have  been  ministered  unto. 

We  append  a  tabular  summary  of  the  number  assisted, 
and  articles  distributed  during  the  past  thirteen  months.
